Of course, that raises questions 
about whether the information is be- 
ing delayed on purpose because of 
the election. Nor would it be the first 
time. Ever since he began his public 
life with the Parkland Institute in 
1997, Moore-Kilgannon has faced 
the same difficulties getting access to 
public information. 

“It is a politically motivated pro- 
cess,” says John Kolkman, a for- 
mer research director with the NDP.

On February 7, while Moore-Kilgan- 
non was waiting for his FOIP request 
to wend its way through the system,

“It’s easy to sit back and say, “We 
are going to create 14,000 childcare 
spaces,” Moore-Kilgannon _ says.

During 
an election, people absolutely have a 
right to know how much money that 
is going to be and not just banal gen- 
eralities. Otherwise, the election is

This isn’t the first time the Tories 
have been accused of withholding 
information until debate on a hot 
topic died down. During the 2004 
election, for instance, the flight 
logs for government airplanes were 
not released until after the election, 
prompting an RCMP investigation 
into the incident 

David Sands, a spokesperson in 
the premier's office (and a govern- 
ment employee), says neither the 
public relations department nor the 
FOIP office knows when an election 
will be called, and so could not have 
engineered a more “convenient” re- 
lease date for information about the 
childcare funding. For example, he 
says, when he sent out the media 
release for the scrum with Stelmach 
in the legislature TV room after the 
throne speech, he had no idea the 
election was going to be called mo- 
ments before the scrum. Neither 
does the premier's public relations 
staff know when a FOIP request has 
been lodged—unless, of course, they 
have documents that answer the re- 


quest, 

“I can see why that raises ques- 
tions,” Sands says, “but the letter 
that went to Public Interest Alberta 
went to them before anyone knew the 
election date. I can say that with the 
utmost confidence because I work in 
the premier's office and I didn’t even 
know what date the election was go- 
ing to be called.” 


NOT KNOWING IS HALF THE 
BATTLE 

Information stonewalling certainly 
isn’t confined to elections. During his 
nine-year stint with the NDP, Kolk- 
man took part in the “Third Way” 
debate on healthcare privatization. 
The NDP filed a FOIP request for in- 
formation on a government research 
contract with AON, a Chicago-based 
consulting firm. 

Kolkman waited 60 days for the 
documents. After 60 days, the gov- 
ernment must justify further delay 
with the Freedom of Information 
commissioner—but Kolkman was 
told he’d have to wait even longer, 
as the FOIP office in Alberta Health 
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and Wellness was understaffed. 

“It’s politically motivated,” he 
says. “They just didn’t want to re- 
lease the documents until the de- 
bate on the Third Way legislation 
was over.” 

During the health privatization 
debate, Harvey Voogd, who during 
this time was director of Friends 
of Medicare, says he received a 
steady flow of leaked information 
from cabinet meetings—informa 
tion that was vital to the success 
of their fight against privatization 
“If the issue is high-profile enough 
and enough people are disturbed 
by it,” he says, “it's amazing what 
will turn up in a brown paper en- 
velope.” 

Voogd is now the director of Vi- 
brant Edmonton, 
working for low-income families. 
From this vantage point, he sees 
that even though many Albertans 
are concerned about childcare, the 
average person (and even some 
people within the childcare sector) 
is not aware of that $25.9 million 
in federal money. é 

And making sure people don’t 
know is half the battle, says Moore- 
Kilgannon. He recently asked Al- 
berta Health and Wellness to find 
out the total number of long-term

care beds in the province. He says 
the department told him they didn’t 
know, and suggested he speak di- 
rectly to the health regions—a pro- 
cess that took months 

Simple stonewalling is not the 
only technique available to the 
provincial government, says Kolk- 
man. He remembers the time 
when he requested information on 
a government land deal in the Fort 
McMurray area. Instead of releas- 
ing the information to the NDP, 
the government went public with 
it, adding their own spin to the 
story, at the same time the NDP 
received the information, he says. 
“And then you are telling me it's 
not a politically driven process?” 

The FOIP office is independent 
of the legislature and the privacy 
commissioner Frank Work reports 
to a multi-party committee. He's 
sort of like the auditor general, says 
assistant commissioner Marylin 
Mun. Albertans should remember 
that before the FOIP act, citizens 
didn’t have the right to request in- 
formation, nor the support of an 
independent body. “Nothing's ever 
perfect,” she adds. 


IGNORING THE BASICS 
Scott Hennig, the Alberta director 
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of the fiscally conservative Cana- 
dian Taxpayers Federation, shares 
Kolkman and Moore-Kilgannon’s 
ire over the FOIP process. 

“It's a frustrating process here 
in Alberta," he says, describing 
delays and piles of paperwork. As 
Alberta's fiscal watchdog, Hen- 
nig does 10 FOIP requests a year. 
He'd love to do more, but the time 
and money required is simply be- 
yond his resources in some cases. 
For example, he recently lodged a 
FOIP request for all the documents 
related to provincial research on 
new municipal taxing powers. He 
received a fee assessment of over 
$1000. (He's now refining his re- 
quest.) 

Kolkman has simply dropped a 
number of his FOIP requests. As a 
busy opposition staffer, he couldn't 
justify the expense or the drain on 
his time. “When you have a small 
budget like the NDP opposition 
did, it basically means you can't get 
the documents.” 

Much of Hennig’s job involves 
finding out how the government 
spends taxpayer's money. With 
transfers from the federal govern- 
ment, such as the $25.9 million 
Moore-Kilgannon is interested in, 
following the money trail is par- 


ticularly difficult. 

“It’s like taking a bucket of wa- 
ter and throwing it into a pool and 
then trying to figure out where that 
bucket of water went,” he says. 
“It's impossible to know where 
each dollar goes.” 

The Public Affairs Bureau, with 
its centralized communications, is 
at least part of the problem, accord- 
ing to Moore-Kilgannon. “One of 
the things we are advocating for is 
a communications system similar 
to what other provinces do, where 
the department themselves have 
their own communications and it's 
not so tightly controlled.” 

Moore-Kilgannon thinks there's 
more than just political maneu- 
vering going on here. He sees the 
Tories’ unwillingness to release 
information on issues like child- 
care as a lack of policy. “Sadly,” 
he says, “I think they are creating 
social policy on the fly. I don't see 
them doing the hard work of really 
analyzing the situation and crisis 
and coming up with very clear, ar- 
ticulate plans. How can they go to 
a childcare centre in Red Deer with 
a big plan on childcare and not

AGRIZZLY SITUATION 

It was terrific to see your recent article re- 
garding the plight of Alberta's grizzly bears. 
This is a most difficult subject. It brings to the 
surface a wide range of uncomfortable issues 
with respect to the way our vast wildlands 
are being magnificently overexploited. 

When discussing these beautiful and intel- 
ligent creatures, it is essential to get straight 
to the point. Let us not tapdance around the 
stark reality of the situation. To flourish, griz- 
zly bears require very large tracts of reason- 
ably unmolested landscape. Also, various 
populations need to be connected via corri- 
dors to ensure that their genetic diversity re- 
mains healthy. That means that huge parcels 
of “public land” have to be set aside, virtually 
free of industrial development. This will sim- 
ply never happen because most of Alberta's 
ecological integrity has already been plun- 
dered and perverted way beyond recogni- 


tlon—especially habitat critical to grizzly 
bears, such as riparian zones and sub-alpine 
forests. Add to this depressing scenario of a 
political climate that repeatedly rolls out the 
red carpet to the interests of big business. 

We can easily look into the crystal ball and 
see the future. Our beleaguered grizzy bears 
are slated to undergo, at best, the same 
demise as their American cousins (Alaska 
excluded). Here we find smail, isolated, and 
intensely managed populations forever 
struggling to survive. 

Grizzly bears (or, more correctly, brown 
bears) are sometimes referred to as an “in- 
dicator species.” When they disappear, it 
easily indicates that we are taking far too 
much from the land. It is devastating to the 
bears and it will be equally devastating to 
ourselves.

Eating Out (or In) 

Whether you're going out to a res- 
taurant or having a candlelit meal at 
home, in both situations you'll want 
to pick out a good bottle of wine and 
make sure your date drinks a few 
glasses (and possibly a few. cocktails 
beforehand as well). 

When ordering wine in a restau- 
rant, try to match the bottle with 
your meal. Don't be afraid to ask the 
server for advice, unless they clear- 
ly know less about wine than you 
(Hint: if they suggest a wine because 
it is really “popular,” don't take their 
advice.) 

However, if you don't really know 
what will pair well with both meals, 
go for one of two old standbys: a 
sparkling wine or a rosé. Bubbles 
make any occasion celebratory, and 
sparkling wine pairs with a huge ar- 
ray of food, everything from quiche 
to potato chips. You don't have to 
break the bank on a real Champagne, 
as great sparkling wines come from 
many other places in the world; 
you can often find Italian Prosecco, 
Spanish Cava, or French Crémants 
on the average wine list Similarly, 
dry rosés are very food-friendly and 
their lovely pink hue will bring a 
blush to your date’s cheeks (hopeful-

salads, light chicken dishes, pork, 
and seafood 

When buying wine for your home- 
cooked meal, follow the same rules as 
above and either pick a wine to pair 
with what you're making (if you're at 
a reputable wine store, ask for some 
advice) or pick something that will 
impress your date on its own. Follow 
these rules and hopefully you'll soon 
be horizontal—and not from passing 
out on your dessert. 


Better Than Sex 
As a known aphrodisiac, anyone 
hoping to get horizontal will make 
chocolate a priority on Valentine's 
Day. Serve it with a delicious wine 
and no one will be able to resist 
Focus your wine pairings on des- 
sert wines, as chocolate goes best 
with wines that are sweet, full-bod- 
ied, and high in alcohol. Most dry ta- 
ble wines make pretty bad matches, 
especially really tannic reds. How- 
ever, one of the few exceptions to 
this is Amarone della Valpolicella; 
this luscious Italian wine is made 
from grapes that have been dried 
for several weeks, giving it brooding 
nuances of raisins and dried fruits, 
a higher alcohol content, and a dis- 


tinct bittersweet quality, all of which 
make it a wonderful match for bitter- 
sweet chocolate. Amarone'’s fortified 
cousin, Recioto della Valpolicella, is 
a sweet dessert wine that also pairs 
very well with chocolate. 

For dark chocolate, Banyuls 
(French fortified wine) and Tawny 
Port are good choices. The Tawny 
works especially well if the chocolate 
has nuts in it. Fruit dipped in choco- 
late pairs beautifully with Canadian 
Icewine and Italian Moscato d'Asti 
(a “frizzante,” or slightly sparkling 
dessert wine) 

Chocolate desserts with prominent 
fruit flavours, like orange chocolate 
or raspberry chocolate cake, are good 
matches for wines that share those 
flavours. Try Californian Framboi- 
se, Australian or American Orange 
Muscat, or Hungarian Tokaji. 

Some other good pairings include 
chocolate truffles with Sauternes, 
milk chocolate with Muscat, and 
white chocolate with dry sherry.

isiting a psychic is kind of like 
gambling. There’s the risk of get-

highly recommend getting your read- 
ing taped, by the way, since it's hard 
to remember everything that was 
said. Plus, if you have a bad reading, 
you can share your misfortune with 
family and friends.) Listening to the 
tape confirmed my impression that 
she just fed me what she thought 
I wanted to hear. On top of that, | 
had to spend more time suffering 
through her aggravating habit of 
saying “I like that” after every third 
sentence. Remind me again—which 
one of us needed convincing? 
Despite my frustration, 1 didn't 
want to write off all psychics as char- 
latans based on one crappy reading, 
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so I went back a few days later and 
had another reading with a differ 
ent psychic. This time things went 
much better. 

Psychic #2 was a pleasant, aver- 
age-looking guy, and we sat at a sim- 
ple table with nothing on it besides a 
desk lamp, a tape recorder, and my 
teacup. He started the reading by 
“getting in tune” with my voice, af 
ter which he launched into a descrip- 
tion of my totem animal. The read- 
ing flowed smoothly from there. He 
didn't fish for information; he just 
stated what he felt and went with it 


He also nailed a few specifics about | 
| 
me right away, which established a | 


degree of trust and confidence that 


was sorely lacking in the first read- | 
ing. Even the things that were wrong | 


or seemed a little off were interest- 
ing in their own right, because they 
could be applied to other aspects of 
my life. 

I left feeling energized and confi- 
dent. This is one of the main reasons 
to visit a psychic: while they may 
make some accurate or interesting 
statements and predictions about 
you, the real benefit comes from the 
personal reflection you can indulge 
in after it's over. Even a bad reading 
will cause you to examine your life 
a little more closely. A good reading 
can increase your motivation, and 
may help you address areas of your 
life you had previously relegated to 
the sidelines.

Edmonton chocolatier Kerstin Roos 
fondly remembers a certain choco- 
late from her youth overseas—a 
light, crunchy, cereal-like confection 
that couldn't be found on this side of 
the Atlantic. “There was always in 
the back of my head,” she says, “an 
idea to make some kind of chocolate 
confectionery that I had when I was 
growing up that wasn't available in 
Canada.” Recently Roos set to work, 
trying to recreate an organic version 
of that childhood treat 

Roos always intended to share 
her ideas about chocolate with Ca- 
nadians. Upon completing an ap- 
prenticeship at New York chocolate 
maker Sweet Bliss, Roos began sell- 
ing her chocolate at various farmers’ 
markets in New York City. Soon af- 
ter that, Roos and her family found 
themselves in Edmonton, where she 
began to expose Canadians to the 
same chocolates she had fallen in 
love with 
She started out with an online 


business to distribute her favou- 


rite chocolates in the city. “I always

here eventually,” she explains, “but 
had to wait until I got my. commer- 


cial kitchen set up.” Now open, the 


new shop where Roos makes choco- 


ate is a sweet facility with a welcom-

doubt attributable to Roos’ commit- 
ment to quality and responsible pur- 
chasing standards. 

“I like to support chocolate makers 
that have a strong connection to the 
plantations where the chocolate is 
grown,” she says. “The companies [I 
deal with] put more money back into 
the plantation.” This is especially 
important nowadays, she adds, when 
people are increasingly aware about 
where the products they consume 
originate. The drying and ferment- 
ing is done in the country where the 
beans are grown—those steps are re- 
ally important and they can make or 
break the quality of the chocolate.” 

Roos then pairs each chocolate 
with complementary flavours: a 
spicy bar with earthy Ecuadorean 
chocolate, for instance, or a bar 
with olive oil that Roos says would 
be appropriate for the beginning of 
a meal, spread on a piece of bread, 
rather than dessert. “It's almost as 
though [chocolate] is a medium for

The Junos: More 
Jejune Than Ever 


THIS YEAR'S NOMINEES ARE 
AS BORING AS CAN BE—SO 
I'M GRITTING MY TEETH AND 
ROOTING FOR FEIST 





Everyone is talking about Juno. 
Thousands of words have been 
spilled either lauding it, hating it, or 
defending it. 

Unfortunately, all that verbage has 
been expended on the quirk-heavy 
indie film that somehow sneaked 
into the ranks of Best Picture nomi- 
nees for this year's Academy Awards. 
As for that other Juno, that chunk of 
glass that resembles old Oscar re- 
strained by a straitjacket-like ribbon 
of steel (and of which, | think, nine 
out of 10 Canadians wouldn't recog- 
nize even if it were sitting on their 
neighbour's mantel)... well, meh. 

Perhaps no other awards ceremo- 
ny reveals that particular tic of the 
Canadian character known as polite 
resignation as well as the Junos—if 
only because people pay even less 
attention to the Genies. (Remember 
them?) 

Every year, as the nominees for 
our best in musical culture are an- 
nounced, the press dutifully and ser- 
viceably reports upon it, often with 
barely concealed disdain (“The 2008 
nominees have been announced to 
the surprise of just about nobody,” 
is how Exclaim!'s lead graf poetically 
put it), while readers react by flip- 
ping to page C2 to see what flicks are 
opening this weekend. 

But wait, you say! This isn't 20 
years ago; no longer are our main 


musical exports crap like Gowan and 
Glass Tiger. The Canadian industry 
has grown, and we have plenty of 


acts who have achieved critical and 
commercial success not just here but 
around the globe. Why should the 
top honours go the likes of Céline 
Dion and Michael Bublé, who split 
this year’s nominations sweep with 
six and five nods, respectively? 

Okay, you want someone to blame, 
do-you? Here goes... 

The fact of the matter is that the 
Junos go to the top sellers, not the ar- 
tistic innovators—that much is no se- 
cret. And, since mid-decade, listener 
demographics have made an inter- 
esting shift. Back in 2004, the Arts 
& Culture arm of the federal govern- 
ment, in a study on the already suf- 
fering music business, reported that 
the “most avid” listeners of commer- 
cial radio were women over the age 
of 65; by 2006, women over the age 
of 30 overtook adolescent girls as the 
segment of the marketplace with the 
most clout in the CD store, leading to 
the coining of a new, somewhat de- 
rogatory phrase: “mom rock.” 

In other words, if you want to give 
anyone shit about why Dion and 
Bublé dominate the Junos and will 
likely go home with the most hard- 
ware, then you'll have to call up dear 
old Ma and give her an earful. But 
that wouldn't be a very Canadian 
thing to do, would it? (Actually, I'd 
be perfectly willing to do so with 
my own mother, but seeing as how, 
at the ripe old age of 70, she’s only 
just discovered that “that Elton John 
has a beautiful voice,” it could take 
a while before her tastes arrive at a 
more contemporary alignment). 


AND THEN THERE’S FEIST 
Of course, even if there were some- 
one aesthetically compelling enough

to root for in the big categories, it 
wouldn't be serve the interests of our 
national character to get too excited 
about it. Maybe that’s why we'll never 
have a star on par with the big winner 
at last week’s Grammys: Kanye West. 
(Too much ego and grandstanding 
for our liking.) But as far as this po- 
tential viewer (emphasis on “poten- 
tial”) goes, there is one artist in the 
vying for meaningless accolades that 
1 hope sweeps every category she’s 
featured in: Feist, who also came up 
big with five nominations. 

And, no, it's not because she got 
shut out of four awards at the same 
show where West and Amy Wine- 
house cleaned up last Sunday. 

Nor is it because she is an Albertan 
(albeit one, like Joni Mitchell and k.d 
lang before her, who got the hell out 
and never looked back). 

No, I’m motivated more by my 
desire to mount a backlash to the 
backlash that Feist’s album The Re- 
minder, and her single “1234” in par- 
ticular, has provoked among certain 





segments of the music crit crowd. 
Now, it's tough to argue that The Re- 
minder is anything but a pleasant, 
subtly sexy listen dotted with a few 
genuine moments of pure pop joy. 
Not an ostentatious masterpiece, but 
an understated affair well worthy of 
every honour thrown its way.

MH: Maybe. The Black Star con- 
certs they've performed together 
have been quite well-received. Look, 
there’s no question that Mos is a tal- 
ented guy.

There are two schools of thought 
on Xavier Rudd. One holds that he's 
an accomplished songwriter and tal- 
ented multi-instrumentalist, not to 
mention an inspiring activist, noted 
particularly for his championing of 
environmental causes and Aborigi- 
nal rights in his native Australia. 

The other holds that he's a flaky 
Aussie surfer dude who spouts hip- 
pie-mystical aphorisms like they 
were going out of style (if only), 
the kind of strident if well-meaning 
artist who can write trite lyrics like 
the following, from his song “Better 
People,” with a straight face: “You 
people saving whales/Giving your 
thanks to our seas/My respect to the 
ones in the forest/Standing up for 
our old trees.” 

Let's just say that if your idea of a 
perfect day involves Wreck Beach, 
hackysack, and feeling morally supe- 
rior to people with jobs, Rudd is your 
man. (In fact, he even wrote an ode 
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to you: “B.C. People,” which goes like 
this: “These are the people/Livin’ for 
good times/These B.C. people/They 
make me feel fine.”) 

After. listening to Rudd’s mu- 
sic, and talking to him personally, 
I have to admit that I’m divided. I 
like Rudd's lively blend of folk rock, 
reggae, and Australian Aboriginal 
percussion. Watching him live is 
something to behold—his one-man- 
band setup leaves a listener agog at 
the dude's musical multitasking. On 
the other hand, there's nothing I hate 
more than being in the middle of a 
patchouli-smelling bongo circle, and 
I suspect Rudd would enjoy nothing 
more. I also can’t help but wonder 
why, during our phone conversation, 
he repeatedly begins his answeres by 
mumbling unintelligibly and trailing 
off, only to be brought back around 
by a sharply intoned “Hello?” (What 
am I implying? Nothing...) 

Oh well, let's move on. As men- 
tioned, Rudd loves loves Canada. So 
much so, in fact, that he recorded 
his new album, White Moth, in B.C., 
and says he believes that Australia 
and Canada are kindred nations. So, 
Xavier, why do you like Canada so 
much? 

“| think Canadians and Austra- 
lians are pretty humble and earthy,” 
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he says. “I attribute that to the spirit 
of the land. There’s a similar energy 
in Australia and Canada, a similar 
spirit in the land, a strong culture 
that lives beneath our soul that has 
been watching over the land for 
thousands of years, passed through 
every human being that’s been living 
here—whether we acknowledge it or 
not.”

As I watched Persepolis, 1 almost 
wished I had a daughter so that I 
could take her to see it. If ] had a'son, 
he could probably get a lot out of the 
movie as well, but so few movies deal 
specifically with the moral education 
of a female character that Persepo- 
lis feels particularly precious. As a 
young female role model, Marjane 
ranks right up there with Scout 
in To Kill a Mockingbird—she has 
the same impetuousness, the same 
tendency toward hero worship, the 
same determination to speak her 
mind.

Halfway through the documentary 
My Kid Could Paint That, we see 
proud parents Mark and Laura Ol- 
mstead curled up on their couch 
to watch 60 Minutes. It’s the night 
that a segment is airing about their 
daughter Marla, who, despite being 
only four years old, is one of the art 
world’s great rising stars, with col- 
lectors paying four- and five-figure 
sums for her cheerful, colourful ab- 
stract canvases. She's a pee-wee Pol- 
lock, a pre-kindergarten Kandinsky, 
a De Kooning in diapers, a rugrat 
Rauschenberg, a toddler Twombly— 
okay, okay, I'll stop—and even TV 
shows with zero interest in modern 
art have been eating her story up. 

At first, the 60 Minutes piece fol- 
lows the Marla Olmstead boilerplate, 
with Mark, an amateur painter him-

Swedish filmmaker Lukas Moodys- 
son exploded onto the international 
stage with two deservedly praised 
features: 1998's Show Me Love (aka 
Fucking Amal) was a captivating 
coming-of-age love story set in rural 
Sweden while 2000's Together was 
a painfully comedic dissection of an 
idealistic '70s hippie commune. Both 
films benefited from worthwhile per- 
formances, witty and psychological- 
ly precise writing, and direction that 
never called attention to itself, allow- 
ing the story to develop in surpris- 
ing but organic ways. Where would 
Moodysson go next? 

After witnessing the Gothenburg 
€U summit riots in 2001, Moodys- 
son felt compelled to write and direct 
a film that would express all the an- 
ger and injustice of the demonstra- 


tions without using the events them- 
selves as a backdrop for the story. 
The resulting film, Lilja 4-Ever, 
traveled the international film fes- 
tival circuit, where it was received 
with muted encouragement. Due to 
its extreme subject matter and in- 
your-face aesthetic—an unexpected 
break from the gentle aesthetic of 
Moodysson's 
film was never widely distributed in 


previous work—the 
North America. Which is a travesty, 
because Lilja 4-Ever is one of the 
best international films of the past 
decade 

Lilja 4-Ever is the story of a 16- 
year-old girl (portrayed with fearless 
and ferocious dignity by Oksana Ar- 
kinshina) who is abandoned by her

(1) “The pressure when you say a famous line like ‘Is this a dagger which | see before 
me?’ is that everyone knows it, and they'll be so busy ‘grading’ how you said it that 
they won't listen to the next part of the speech. In Shakespeare, those grabber opening 
lines are not always the most interesting parts of the speech. So the secret is to let that 
Opening line sit there, to give people time to get over the fact that it's been said, and 
then get on with the rest of the speech, which most people won't know." 


(2) “When | first looked at this speech, it didn't make sense to me for the dagger to be 
imaginary, the way so many productions interpret it. It’s got to be something more con- 
Crete, | thought: he's got to be seeing something physical on a table or whatever. And 
then a few lines later he reaches for them and they don't exist: | have thee not, and yet 
I see thee still.” But when we got into rehearsal, [director] Peter Hinton felt it had to be 
an imaginary thing, and that Macbeth recognizes it as an imaginary thing. So the way 
we're doing it, the dagger becomes a metaphor for murder; it’s still not some kind of 
mysterious jeweled dagger floating in the air, but it’s the idea of having something so 
clearly in your head that | see it before me. And because | see it so clearly, that means 
I'm meant to commit this act.” 


(3) “This speech is interesting in how it reveals how Macbeth’s mind works. | feel the 
part is often played as some kind of predestined monster, but | feel Macbeth is an every: 
man. And | think all these soliloquies indicate that—he's looking for a reason not to do 
it. None of us want to do all the shitty things we do in our lives, our desire for what we 
want is so great that we make poor decisions about how to get it. Macbeth isn't ‘born to 
kill'—that’s the reason it’s a tragedy. 


(4) “If there's a passage in a speech like this one, where | know it will be difficult to fol- 
low the logic or meaning of it, | use a lot of paraphrasing. | listen to how | would say it in 
my own words and then | basically apply that same meter and rhythm of speaking to 
the lines that are actually there. But true of real life—we often only listen to the tone of 
other people speaking rather than the sense of what they're saying,” 


(5) “The last six lines or so are my favourite. | like it because it's the point of no return. 
We don't know alot about Macbeth at this point in the play, but hopefully I've achieved 
enough in the speech that he becomes a person the audience understands and has 
some sympathy for. You want to get to that point in the speech where people are think- 
ing, ‘No! Don't do it!”

DON HANNAH SKILLFULLY 
AVOIDS YOUTH-DRAMA 
CLICHES IN HIS GENERATIONAL 
EPIC WHILE WE'RE YOUNG 





WHILE WE'RE YOUNG

With his latest work, playwright Don 
Hannah faced an obstacle: write for 


a cast comprising nothing but twen- 
tysomethings (and one preteen) but 
still generate mass appeal. He re- 
sponded with a generation-spanning 
family epic that relies neither on 
faked old age nor affected childhood 
giddiness. Instead, Hannah skips 
about time, drawing parallels be- 
tween characters seemingly separat- 
ed by time but united by age. While 
We're Young is a look at growing up 
that any audience can appreciate. 
Hannah sets much of that explo- 


ration at the confluence of two of 
youth’s defining features, passion 
and powerlessness. The opening 
scene, set in the present day, fea- 
tures a couple in the midst of a col- 
lapsing relationship. Rather than 
just call it off, though, he—Dylan 
(Richard Lee)—rants about the fu- 
tility of the Canadian effort in Af- 
ghanistan, while she—Stacy Berg as 
Claire—spurs him on with wishes to 
visit the place. 

Her naiveté and his harsh reac- 


tion to it set the tone for the rest of 
the play. Hannah carries it back to 
the early '70s, when wannabe hip- 
pies stuck in Edmonton entertain 
stoner dreams of peace and love in 
Vancouver (a reasonable substitute, 
they figure, for San Fran), rather 
than face dreary domesticity. “I don’t 
want to get married and live in Bon- 
nie Doon,” laments Jennifer Fader’s 
Joanne, mother of Claire. 

As the action jumps back to the 
mid-'30s, with Joanne’s mother 
Helen on the cusp of a singing ca- 
reer, then to World War I, Hannah 
teases out his theme further. In the 
trenches, Canadian soldiers echo 
Dylan's sentiments on the futility of 
war. It’s here, as they distract them- 
selves with memories of home, that 
love emerges to subtly mitigate the 
conflicts of While We're Young. 

Playing a young soldier named 
James who recalls his last kiss with 
his pregnant wife before leaving for 
Europe, Cole Humeny gives a per- 
formance rivaled only by Kirsten 
Rasmussen as his mother Dora. In 
another memorable scene, she an- 
ticipates James’ birth as the remedy 
to her troubled relationship with her 
husband. What saves the play from 
saccharine sentimentality, though, 
is that love doesn’t proyide such 
welcome solace for all of Hannah’s 


characters

In the first few minutes of Shining 
City, we learn that John (a brilliant 
Tom Wood) is estranged from just 
about everybody: His brother, his 
neighbours, his peers, and, before 
she died in a horrible car wreck a few 
months back, his wife too 

Now he’s a widower on the far side 
of middle age, seeking solace in the 
office of lan (Shaun Smyth), a ther- 
apist and ex-priest who's got prob- 
lems of his own, with his girlfriend 
Neasa (Caroline Cave), and with the 
rest of his personal life. (He's sleep- 
ing at the office while he and Neasa 
go through a breakup, since he has 
nowhere else to go and no one else 
to go to.) 

John has nowhere else to go either. 
He’s been living in a bed and break- 
fast because his home is haunted 
by memories of his dead wife—and 


maybe by something more 

The action takes place in Dublin, 
but it could be anywhere, since the 
whole play occurs inside Ian's office 
In the frequent references to the 
Dublin neighbourhoods and the peo- 
ple outside the office windows, we 
get a sense of the city, but it’s alien, a 
little intimidating, not necessarily a 
place we want to see, or live in 

Shining City is principally about 
loneliness, and twice McPherson in 
troduces the idea of prostitution as 
a remedy for loneliness, and in both 
instances he reveals it to be pitifully 
inadequate 

So what to make, then, of the 
therapist-patient relationship, which 
is subtly hinted at as a sort of emo 
tional prostitution? John pays Ian 
to listen, to empathize, to connect 
He has no one else to talk to, after 
all—if he did, he wouldn't need to be 
there. It might even seem pathetic, if 
lan didn’t seem to be grateful for the 
connection as well 

There's almost zero action in 
Shining City; nearly everything is 
revealed in dialogue. The characters 
talk, reminisce, soliloquize, fight... 
this is a play that lives or dies on the 
strength of its actors to an unusual 
degree.

difficult, McPherson has done that 
most difficult thing for a writer—he’s 
written characters who talk the way 
real people talk, complete with di- 
gressions and dangling sentences and 
stutters and pauses.
